BUFFRAGE AND PREPAREDNESS

THOUGHTFUL writer In the New York
Evening Bun makes a point which ia
Bound to become more or less familiar in the
eoursa of suffrage propaganda. “Unless we
©an get some assurancs from muffrage lead-
&rg that they favor national preparedness,”
be says, “we shall vote against giving the
ballot to the women of the State.”

A falr statement, on the face of it, but
Ruilified by 1ts vicions missonception of what
the suffrage movement really means, The
idea 1s patriotic, but it is polntiess. Buffrage
s no more a political party than It {s an art
academy. It has precisely as much to do
with a stand on preparsdness as it has to
dlo with the precesalon of the sgquinoxea,

Buffrage is nelther a program nor a pledge,
It is the free right to make programs and
Pledges, What prominent suffragists may
think concerning preparedness or the tariff
I8 of no more nocount than what prominent
antl-suffragiats think of these issues, Mr,
Nell Bonner, who keeps a kindly ays on
saldens tn Philndelphia, {8 sgainst suffrage,
and Prealdent Wilson is for it, But neither
Mr. Wilson's idean on the consular service
nor Mr. Bonner’s attltude on the reserve
banks can be clted ns an argument for or
aAgainst women voting.

Suffrage and preparedness are two of the
¥ital |ssues before this country. Both sahould
Be kept out of polities, or, in other words,
both should be fundamental In all party plat-
forma. Meanwhile, it {s desperately unfair
to pledge the woman's vote to anything In
advance.

Dardanellea closed. Crown Prince Boris

The fleld was fertile when
in 1807 a domestle oclash unoMclally sepa-
rated Bophia and Constantine and she went
to live In Berlin, taking her children with
her, Her abjuration of falth was forgiven
and for four years the prince royal under-
went the impowition of German ideals and
routine on his Hellenle temperament. He
was too old to change and, Indeed. there
was little attempt on the Kaiser's part to
court the regard of hia nephow,

Prince George was gazetted with the erack
1st Regiment of Royal Foolguards, and
the atmosphere at Potsdam was not condu-
clve to creating reverence for the War Lord
It is & gay regiment, ofMoered hy youngsters
of relgning or higher nobillary blood and its
membern like many of the Prussinn arlstoc-
racy regard the Kalser as a despotic crank
creatod solely to make fe unoomfortable by
ndhesion to the old fashioned. The Greek
Crown Prince belonged to the student corps
of the Uerman Prince Imperial, whose dis-
senmions with his father before and during
the present war are matter of chronlole. It
s of record, too, that within the cautions
proscribed by the laws of lese majeste the
Kalser is text for stinging eplgrams by the
funkers of the court and by Inner circles of
the wrny.
